In August, 1898, Mr. Tse’ Tsan

\ THE ANTLRED CAMPAIGN. 


In the course of his ‘interview, 


President Wang said that’ they had 


conferred with Minister Soong on; 


the question of raising the requisite 
fundg for tho prosecution of tho 
bandit-suppression ‘campaign. Ho 
pointed out that comprehensive 
plans for bandit-auppreasion have 
alrendy been decided upon, tho 
question of funds with which to 
ceurry out these jplans demanded 
urgent attention. An idea of the 
difficulty may be gauged from the 
fact that upwards of $4 to 85 mil- 
lions will be required monthly for 
the putpose. * : 


Kiangsu’s. Financial Diculties. 


President Wang also pointed out 
thit General Ku Cru ‘ung, Chair- 
man of the Kiangsu Provincial Gov- 
ernment, has come to Shanghai for 
the purpose or consulting Minister 
B8oong regarding the Kiangsu'pro- 
vinciol: finances which are in an 
acute state. As o matter of fact, 
President Wang continued, a num- 
ber of other provinces have beon 
suffering from the same diffculties. 
The Government is therefore plan- 
ning to convene shortly a confer- 
ence of tho chairman and commis: 
asioners of finance of various pro. 
vinces in ordor that the whole ques- 
tion may be tackled in.a systematic 
way. 


Bigid Economy Needed. _ 


After referring agdin to tho pro- 
gramme of rigid cconomy. which 
tho Government'hasg enforced since 
tho’ Manehurian crisis, President 
Wang pointed out that with the 
administrative oxpenses being re- 
duced to 82 millions, the actual 
amount available for the various 
Central Government organs is only 
about 700,000, of the balance over 
$300,000 and 8800,000 ore earmork- 
ed respoctively for Chinese legations 
and consulates abroad and the vari. 
ous Government educational in- 
atitutions. It ‘should be obvious 
therefore ‘that no further cute in 
the Governient expenditures can 
possibly be enforced, ‘ 

The only means of re.leving the 
present financial difficulties lies in 
the. exploration of some new 
source of revenue, The question of 
readjusting tho -farm tax is now 
under consideration,
